For some time nowI have been search- 
ing the daily newspapers to see if there 
might not be gleamed from them any idea 
as to just which Congressman, Senator, 
or Assemblyman I might write regarding 
motorcycling, etc., inthe hopes of getting 
some action, Red felt pens proved the 
best for arrowing suspected articles, 
and the purchase of a pair of large 
scissors to hang near my easy chair left 
me with nothing to do but skim, circle, 
and cut, during TV commercials, after- 
dinner rest stops, or even at breakfast- 
time. 

Feeler letters to each of my local 
reps, with something positive in each 
about some recent respected action on 
their part as noted in the papers, plus a 
gentle pitch such as the following were 
my next step; 

(in a letter to Assemblyman George N. 
Zenovich, 11 Feb. 1968): 
“Dear Senator: 

«I appreciate your efforts in at least 
three areas: (followed by some candid 
comments re his handling of the sub- 
jects of rural-city unification, Centers 
for the Mentally Retarded, and Drug Use 
and Misuse)... 

«Finally, of the many social problems 
affecting myself and my family and of 
intense interest, there is just one in 
which I am especially interested, and 
especially experienced and qualified to 
speak on, which seems to be justanother 
one of Governor Reagan’ s get-tough in ‘68 
aims: MOTORCYCLING. 

“Please give the same calibre of 
thought and intensity of concern to any 
pending restrictive legislation ‘‘for’’ 
motorcyclists as you have shown your- 
self capable of, in the above and other 
issues. I will gladly write about and/or 
meet with you and/or Mr. Holland (the 
Senator’s local representative, in Fres- 
no) on the subject of cycling in general 
or any facet of the subject in particular, 
at any time, anyplace. Please don’thesi- 
tate to ask, I have been cycling for 
years, singly and with my family, 365 
days of the year, It would be atreasured 
privilege to be able to discuss same, in 
the interests of justice, I have extra 
helmets, if you'd like a demonstration 
ride." 

Assemblyman Zenovich, who happens 
to be Majority Floor Leader and on the 
Finance and Insurance, Revenue and 
Taxation, and Ways and Means Commit- 
tees, replied on 22 Feb. *68: 

**Your letter of February 11 covered 
some very interesting and vital subjects 
but it was obvious that motorcycling is 
the one which is closest to your heart, 
First off, thanks for the offer of the 
demonstration ride on your motorcycle, 
but even with your extra helmet, Igrace- 
fully decline. When it comes to motor- 
cycles, I have to confess to being a 
“nervous nelly’’, 

“However, in spite of my reluctance 
to join:you in a ride, I am quite aware 
that motorcycling is a very safe and sane 
sport, And I certainly am going to take 
some close, hard looks at any restrictive 
legislation on motorcycling. Admittedly, 
this is a field in which I only have limi- 
ted knowledge and, as a result, I intend 
to keep your letter on file and will call 
on you when any questions arise on this 
subject. 

“Thanks very much for taking the 
time to write me on these subjects. 
Your letter is one of the mostinteresting 
ones I have received this year.

The arguments and protests against 
the bill had been piling up for some time, 
so it wasn’t until I noted in re-reading a 
past Cycle News that I noted (**Legisla- 
tive Notes''?) that the bill was to go to 
Committee on the 19th of March. Throw- 
ing brevity to the winds, I pitched in, 
trying to be constructive, but refusing to 
let a line go by in the bill (published, 
again, in CN) unchallenged. Two pair of 
long-johns, flannel shirt & two sweaters, 
face mask and second “secret weapon’? 
face-mask-mask just cut the 33 degree 
midnight cold of March 17, as I cycled 
20 miles to the Fresno P,O, w/epistle 
and this cover letter:

I have written this enclo- 
sure for you; there will be no time for 
me to stencil and rin off copies for any- 
one else, unless you do the following 
for me, today: 

1, After quickly(!) reading my enclosure, 
please try to find out if the bill men- 
tioned is in committee (AB 289), the 
“helmet bill”, scheduled to be heard be- 
fore the Assembly Transportation Com- 
mittee, MARCH 19). 

2.1f it is in committee, please try to 
convince the committee of the importance 
of the members’ studying my Criticisms 
and Altematives, before taking any ac- 
tion on the bill. 

3. If (as is anticipated) author of the bill 
John Francis Foran (also chairman of 
the Committee) succeeds in getting the 
bill passed out to the floor of the Assem- 
bly before you can do this, (or in spite 
of your having tried to do so) please try 
to bring up the points made in my en- 
closure, or at least as many of them as 
may be necessary to bring about an in- 
telligent, informed consideration of said 
bill by the Assembly; I feel certain that 
this done, it shall not pass. 

Thank you so very much for whatever 
efforts you can expend to honor these 
requests. For many, this bill will mean 
life or death, depending on whether it 
fails to pass or not. As an afterthought, 
its passage would be just one more ex- 
ample of the current tendency. of legis- 
lators to legislate against motorcyclists, 
taking away their freedom of choice, 
under the guise of helping prevent acci- 
dents the majori of cyclists have 
worked hard to not have, and to prevent 
others from having, long before legislators 
ever considered using the word safety in 
the same breath as “motorcycle.”

Assemblyman Zenovich’s local (Fresno) 
assistant, Mr. Holland, (Listed on the 
letterhead and return address of the 
Assemblyman’s reply, replete with handy 
telephone number). A cheery ‘Hello, 
Ernie,” followed later by a ‘‘you’re the 
teacher who lives out on Modoc Street, 
aren't you?" almost threw me, but 1 still 
found out that if anyone truly wants to 
keep informed re -the progress of a bill 
such as this, he is expected to call in, 
and as often as possible, Daily calls are 
made to Sacramento (and incidently, this 
afternoon one was to be made just to 
answer a question of mine), so it was no 


trouble to relay my request that Mr. Z. 
keep an eye out for my big brown enye- 
lope, re the Foran Bill, etc. 

In the next two days I called several 
times, and will do so again, calling each 
time at a time mutally agreed upon be- 
tween Mr. Holland and myself; he has 
kept me abreast of the progress of the 
Foran Bill, and even advised me re how 
I might go about assuring I get my wish, 
action-wise. 

In passing, if anything, I feel the ori- 
ginal acquiring of some idea as to the 
past actions of one’s representative only 
seryes to help better one’s chances of 
impressing on him the degree of sincer- 
ity involved. Everyone **has their own 
bag,” as the saying goes; show some 
interest in and appreciation of the efforts 
of your congressmen, and as human 
beings. they can’t help to show some de- 
gree of interest in your (our) “problem”

A-JAY GOOF-UP 


I didn’t receive your rider’s guide to 
periodical literature in time to avoid 
purchasing the April issue of ‘‘Cycle 
World," Their ‘‘A-jay’’ lovers in the 
service department slid out under ** Vin- 
tage AJS.” They surmised a 1953 
engine’s serial number from a moto- 
cross model to be from a peasant 
model. (The number ended in “C,” for 
«<competition,’’) They don’t know of any 
factory specials that used the centered 
spark plug. How about THAT, Frank 
Cooper, Bud Ekins, and Vern Hancock? 
How about that, you 600 riders who 
know that the *A-jays'" were 1" of the 
first 23 finishers on the Big Bear Run 
in 1952? 

I haven't checked the facts either, but 
I think it goes something like this; Bud 
Ekins and Vern Hancock brought the fad 
back from Europe after their first tour 
of European moto-cross where they 
were loaned factory AJS or Matchless 
motorcycles. The long stroke moto- 
cross models used by Matchless and AJS 
until 1956 had a domed piston and under 
the cylinder a removable compression 
plate (spacer). When removed, the com- 
pression was so high that you could burn 
anything you could screw the gas cap 
down on, With the radically shaped high 
compression piston, the spark plug lo- 
cated in the center was more efficient, 
At first, a blank existed in the mold of 
the cylinder head for drilling and tapping 
to relocate the spark plug. California 
scramblers were indeed burning any- 
thing they could screw the gas cap down 
on to stay ahead of John McLaughlin’s 
Burbank built swinging-arm Triumph and 
Nick Nicholson on a Gold Star BSA. 
Somewhere in that era, all AJS and 
Matchless moto-cross models imported 
by Frank Cooper came from London with 
the hole in the center drilled and tapped 
at the factory and a blank plug screwed 
in so the rider could elect his own style 
of horsepower,

The eastern models were a little dif- 
ferent where riders were still using 
lower compression motorcycles for en- 
durance runs and trials with the spark 
plug located more conveniently angled 
into the side of the cylinder head,

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LETTER TO LEGISLATORS 


Dear Cycle News: 

Here is a copy of the letter I wrote to 
my legislators, for what it may be worth, 
Maybe I brought up a point or two that 
you could use in the fight. 

Dear Sir: 

I would like to protest Assembly Bill 
No, 289, particularly the part that would 
require a person to wear a faceshield, 
goggles or glasses, and a safety helmet 
while driving a motorcycle. 

Wearing a safety helmet while ridinga 
motorcycle is not a bad idea, but I feel 
the state has no more right to require 
me to wear a helmet when I ride my 
motorbike than it does when I drive my 
car, ride in a bus, fly as a passenger on 
a plane, or get in the bathtub, 

I feel the requirement to wear goggles, 
face shield, or glasses would, in fact, be 
dangerous. If this becomes law, many 
young motorbike riders with limited 
funds will go out and buy the cheapest 
plastic goggles or face shield or even 
colored glasses they can find. These will 
soon become scratched up so badly that 
the rider will not be able to see clearly, 
and colored glasses limit side vision so 
severly that they would be dangerous to 
wear while riding in traffic, Glasses 
with glass lenses would be likely to shat- 
ter in case of an accident, causing eye 
injury. I think that a windshield would be 
adequate eye protection, and it seems 
silly to have a windshield, then have to 
wear further eye protection. What about 
riding in wet weather? Glasses, goggles, 
etc., would become so covered with drops 
of moisture that the rider wouldn’t be 
able to see, but would be violating the 
law if he took them off. have been riding 
motorcycles and motorbikes for 20 
years, a good part of the time with no 
eye protection, and have never had any- 
thing more serious happen to my eyes 
than getting a small bug in one of them. 

I would hate to see the day whenI can't 
take my little girl around the block on 
my motorbike without dressing us both 
in safety helmets and goggles, or riskan 
expensive ticket, 

This is not a letter from some motor- 
cycle bum. I’m a family man, a regis- 
tered voter, a teacher in the Huntington 
Beach High School District, and a re- 
sponsible citizen, 

I urge you to vote against Assembly 
Bill No, 289,

H-D dealer Joe Walker of Santa Ana, 
Calif, clipped the following letter from 
the **Dear Ed'' column of his local daily 
newspaper to showthe widespread cover- 
age being given to thoughts on anti- 
helmet legislation not only by the motor- 
cycle press but by the general news 
media as well, 


"PROTECTION" 


Our politicians are at it again. They 
insiston protecting me from myself. This 
time a bill is being considered which 
would make it a crime for me to ride my 
motorcycle unless I wear a helmet. 

If one believes in individual respon- 
sibility, there are no rational arguments 
for this law. They are trying to treat the 
Symptoms, not the disease. Statistics 
will bear me out when I say that most 
motorcycle accidents occur during the 
first few months of a rider’s experience. 
Lack of skill is generally the cause, If 
the legislators are really interested in 
preventing motorcycle accidents and 
making the streets safer for everyone, 
the logical course would be to require a 
special license in order to operate a two- 
wheeled vehicle. This would at least 
make sure people had a minimum of skill 
before they are allowed to venture onto 
the streets. 

There are numerous arguments against 
this law. A cyclist wearing a helmet 
might be more likely to take more chances 
than if he were not wearing one. Further- 
more, a helmet can cut down on vision, 
freedom af movement, and hearing, slow- 
ing reaction to emergencies. The law 
could actually cause an increase in cycle 
accidents. 

But the most important argument is 
that a cyclist does not violate anyone’s 
rights by refusing to wear a helmet. 

I urge all cyclists and others inter 
ested in freedum to write your congress- 
man and oppose this law. A similar bill 
was defeated last year by a flood of 
letters, but politicians never seem to 
lear. If it is passed it will be too late 
to complain. 

For those of you who think this law 
doesn’t affect you, don’t kid yourself! 
An encroachment the freedom of a 
minority is a threat to all. Maybe you 
will be in the next persecuted minority 


(or majority).

THE NEW IMAGE 


By Chuck Clayton 
TIMES THEY ARE CHANGING AND HOW 


Oyganized motorcycle riders were taking up arms against a ‘sea of troubles 
in California last week. Wednesday, Hells Angels presented arguments against 
making it a crime to ride cycles bareheaded and tumed the state capitol As- 
sembly hearing in their favor. And in Los Angeles professional motorcycle 
racers launched an effective boycott of Ascot speedway. 

Pickets wearing the colored leathers and white pants of professional 
racers and tuners stood quietly at the three entrances to Ascot Speedway 
along Vermont Avenue, displaying signs informing arriving fans of all the 
stars who would not ride. The $1,500.00 purse offered was less than opening - 
night purses in the past. The racers were being asked to risk their lives and 
equipment for less money and ‘so naturally they refused. 

The solidarity among the striking racers were overwhelming. Only 28 cy- 
cles crossed the picket lines to put on a 14-race show. Half of these were 
sidecar racers, who are still very new to professional racing. They were come 
peting for a separate purse and were exempt from the boycott. 


Money Goes, But Where? 


Racing fans from as rar away as Santa Cruz and San Diego left without 
seeing the motorcycle races. Sympathy was with the riders. Everyone knows 
that Ascot motorcycle races bring in thousands of dollars. Where does it go? 
Who gets it? 

The fans suspect it goes into the pockets of J.C. Agajanian, the famous 
promoter. Actually, the promoter only retains a small part of the total gate 
receipts. Forty percent used to go to the riders (but not anymore). Fifteen 
percent belongs to the track management for rent, and about $1,000 per race 
is paid to the American Motorcycle Association for insurance. Parking and 
concession profits belong to the track. 


The Committee Loved It. 


Prior to the history-making strike at Ascot, the Assembly Ways & Means 
Committee convened in Sacramento to hear AB 289, a bill calling for, among 
other things, mandatory crash helmets and goggles for motorcycle operators. 

“My name is Ralph Barger, I’m the president of the Oakland chapter of 
Hells Angels and we are professional motorcycle riders.” The voice was 
strong and confident. The Committee paid close attention as the young man in 
the cutoff blue suede jacket decorated with a helmeted skull, playboy rabbit, 
the number 13 and HELLS ANGELS — CALIFORNIA on the back, spoke. 

In a “now listen you guys” tone of voice he told the legislators they 
didn’t know anything about motorcycles. 

“I know what’s good for my head, you don’t,” the 28-year-old Barger con- 
tinued. “I gotta be able to see and hear good to ride my bike so some car 
doesn’t tangle with me. I can't hear with my ears covered up and I can't al- 
ways see so good with shades on. You want to put helmets on US? You should 
make everybody else wear them if you make us.” He cited the numbers of 
people killed annually from head injuries resulting from falls, car accidents 
and pedestrian accidents. з

After Barger*'s appearance the lobbyist from United Motorcycle Enthusi- 
asts, representing the average motorcycle rider, seemed rather dull. She had 
with her some helmets, the best on the market, according to some experts, and 
some of the assemblymen asked to try them on. 

*He's right," shouted Democrat John Burton of San Francisco, *You can't 
hear a thing!" 

Assemblyman Britchke of San Mateo got his head stuck in a full-coverage 
helmet and two of his colleagues had to help him pull it off, while TV cameras 
recorded the comedy for later broadcast. 

The bill's author, John Foran of San Francisco, complained that the hear- 
ing was being turned into “a circus" and chairman postponed voting on the 
bill until April 17, but there is little chance of its passing. 

One assemblyman interviewed by this reporter later said he *was going 
to give John a vote," until he heard Barger's evidence. *Foran had that bill 
by two votes when he went into the hearing. Barger changed at least three of 
our minds to vote against it..And when I put on that helmet...I know I changed 
mine.”

Or is this a small breather 
before it gets worse? I don’t know, Butit 
seems that government is a little less 
confident, a little less omnipotent, even 
a little less ambitious than I can remem- 
ber it being. 

Maybe the **age of security"! is coming 
to an end, Maybe we have realizedthatit 
is all a giant hoax anyway. Life is risk! 
Full life is full risk! Wealth isn't secur- 
ity, it isn't money, it isn't even power. 
Wealth is living the time you've got ac- 
cording to your individual concept of 
richness and it's knowing that your con- 
cept is not your neighbor'sandtherefore 
you can't make his decisions for him. 

If we are beginning as a nation to 
understand this, maybe we are beginning 
to experience the oft-quoted ‘rebirth of 
liberty."

In Guatemala City after making a 
mail stop at the office of an Express 
Agency, Julian Clinkscales obtained

Political Uprising 

Leisurely touring^"Honduras and stop- 
ping at St. Marcos de Colon for the 
night, Julian heard the alarming news 
over the hotel's radio concerning the 
latest political uprising and street- 
Shooting in neighboring Nicaragua, 

In spite of these adverse reports, the 
intrepid lone rider continued on his way 
and in turn was assured by the border 
officials that everything was calm, How- 
ever, as Clinkscales neared the capital, 
Managua, more and more moving truck- 
loads of armed soldiers became con- 
Spicuous on the roads and on guard duty 
in the villages, 

Several times Julian was stopped by 
rifle-waving Nationalist soldiers and 
searched for weapons, His saddlebags 
were also thoroughly inspected. 

Due to the ‘‘uprising,’’ all social ac- 
tivities in Managua had slowed to a halt, 
After listening to sporadic gunfire all 
night, Julian left his hotel early in the 
morning and was back again on the main 
highway, losing no time wheeling for 
the next border, 

Two hours later he had crossed over 
into Costa Rica and continued to Puntar- 
enas on the Pacific, where he enjoyed a 
quiet weekend of sun and surf and then 
headed for San Jose, 

After staying inthis mile-high, friend- 
ly capital city for several rainy days, 
ironically in the middle of the dray 
season, Clinkscales left for the Republic 
of Panama, It was just a little over 500 
miles to the Canal Zone, the last leg of 
this reputedly dangerous and sometimes 


way. 


Caution: Bad Roads 

The first twenty-five miles from San 
Jose to Cartago was paved; after that, 
however, the road was dirt and loose 
gravel, The only parts that were packed 
down were the center tire tracks made 
by the passing of cars and trucks. 

From experience, Julian knew that 
when riding on loose gravel he could not 
use his front brakes. Attempting to use 
his back brakes too quickly would cause 
his tires to skid. Most of the time he 
kept his motorcycle in low gear, contin- 
uously using it for braking action on the 
treacherous road, 

For the next two hours it was a steady 
climb up the rugged, winding mountain 
road, the coldness increasing with the 
altitude, At its two-mile summit, Clink- 
Scales stopped at a smallnative restaur- 
ant for a hot meal as well as enjoying a 
panoramic view of the vastness of the 
next deep valley, 

For the next two hours, under cloudy 
skies he slowly descended into the coastal 
lowlands, By mid-afternoon he was in 
St. Isidoro del General, a place so very 
quiet that he decided to try for the next 
town, Buenos Aires, which was only 
sixty miles distant. It should be easily 
reached in the remaining daylight hours, 

Halfway to Buenos Aires, Julian was 
caüght in a sudden tropical downpour 
and forced to stop at a small farmhouse 
until it had ceased. 

By now the darkness of night had fallen 
and the road had become muddy and 
slippery. It was in such bad condition 
that he could not cruise above ten or 
twenty miles per hour and severaltimes 
narrowly avoided falling, To make mat- 
ters worse it was again raining and 
Buenos Aires was still an hour’s riding 
time away, 

Suddenly out of the darkness on the 
narrow mountain road, a huge truck- 
trailer crept up behind Clinkscales. In 
desperation the worried cyclist flagged 
it down, Fortunately the truck driver 
spoke fair English and agreed to drive 
behind him until they had reached Buenos 
Aires.

At a truck stop, Julian was grateful 
for the shelter of a small room, a chance 
to dry his sopping clothes and a good 
night’s rest, 

The following morning when leaving 
Buenos Aires it had stopped raining but 
the roads were still wet and muddy, 
Shortly thereafter the former teacher 
was amazed upon being confronted with 
the added hazard of huge rocks strewn 
along the gravel road, some with menac- 
ing, sharp jagged edges, Shredding or 
blowing out a tire by an encounter with 
one of these rocks, falling debris from 
landslides and slippery red mud made 
the going rugged. 


Down ... But Not Out 


Slowing up as he was going down a 
steep, winding hill and banking around a 
sharp, blind curve, Julian unexpectedly 
came upon an area of deep red mud, 
spontaneously hit his rear brakes too 
hard and his motorcycle slipped out from 
under him. He landed on his behind in 
the muddy road, breaking his fall with 
outstretched arms and hands, 

The erratic cycle continued on for 
about forty feet and toppled over as it 
careened off a boulder in the middle of 
the road, 


Bedragged but unhurt, the downed 
cyclist slowly picked himself up and 
walked over to his overturned motor- 
cycle, finding the engine was still run- 
ning. Automatically he threw the clutch 
into neutral and righted it. 

A cursory inspection revealed that the 
right footrest was bent and the back 
brakes damaged and not functioning, The 
cycle, however was still in riding condi- 
tion, 

It was the first fall that the former 
teacher had had in traveling over 33,000 
miles on this particular German two- 
wheeler, 

At the next filling station, Clinkscales 
Stopped for gas and washed the mud off 
his cycle and himself, A mechanic, after 
tinkering with the damaged brakes for 
about half-an-hour, got them working 
again, Julian was even more surprised 
when the affable Costa Rican refused 
payment for his much-needed help. 

That weekend, Clinkscales relaxed in 
Puerto Golfito, a smal. banana port on 
the Pacific Coast, near the border of 
Panama, 

On Monday morning he visited the 
Panamanian Consul, obtained a visa and 
in turn crossed the border into Panama. 
A number of touring motorists informed 
him that they had had flat tires resulting 
from running over the sharp uncrushed 
rocks on the main road. 

From the border, for over a hundred 
miles the Pan-Am highway was again 
paved and in fair condition, However, a 
ninety-mile detour over gral and pot- 
holed roads once again slowed the lone 
rider to a snail’s pace, The natives 
along this off-beat road were, however, 
mostly friendly Negroes and primitive 
Indians, In Sona, a small fishing village, 
the weary ex-teacher stayed over for 
the night. 

In Panama, Julian was pleasantly sur- 
prised at being able to buy gasoline at 
prices comparable to that of the United 
States. In most of the other Central 
American countries it had cost double 
or triple for a gallon, 

From Sona it was only a short distance 
to Santiago, where the Pan-Am highway 
was smooth and paved, Under sunny skies 
and without mishap, the determined 
motorcycle aficionado traveled across 
the last lap of this challenging and un- 
predictable international highway. 

Julian Clinkscales was happy to be in 
Panama City. He had achieved his goal.

March 24, the Mesa M.C, presented 
its second TT scrambles of the 1968 
season at the beautiful Mesa Speedway 
near San Diego, Cal.

Practice time promised a renewal of 
the Matthews, Finan, Carter feud in the 
Open Expert class but with the chance 
of a surprise by some of the ‘‘out of 
towners,’’ 


Matthews Makes It 


Don Matthews, pilot of Mike Garrett’s 
rapid BSA Gold Star, limped noticeably 
in the pits, still suffering from his 
Feb, 25 spill, but astride his cycle he 
looked as fit as ever as he displayed his 
riding skill in several controlled slides 
and other fancy maneuvers. As the en- 
tries in the class were numerous, heat 
races were the order of the day. Mat- 
thews easily captured first in his heat 
and Al Finan, riding Earl Roloff’s newly 
rejuvenated ‘‘Snortin’ Norton" for the 
first time this year, took his heat in an 
easy breeze, 

The start of the Main took several 
minutes as these race-wise Experts 
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broke and returned, trying to gain an 
advantage. As the starter finally found 
them all momentarily in a line of his 


approval, the flag was dropped and the. 


roaring hoard exploded off the line as a 
single unit. Grant Brown held a slight 
lead as they went into the first turn with 
Don Matthews and Al Finan hard on his 
heels. Coming down the grandstand 
straight, Matthews edged by Brown and 
took the lead, Finan had the speed, but 
found a little difficulty passing Brown. 
When he was finally successful, Matthews 
had lapped one of the stragglers, who 
dropped his scooter right in front of 
Finan as they approached the jump. 
Quick action by Finanaverted what might 
have been a serious accident, by liter- 
ally throwing his mount into the boon- 
docks and skirting the jump. This unfor- 
seen piece of bad luck put him out of 
contention for the win, Matthews too was 
experiencing some misfortune. He lost 
his right rear shock and had handling 
difficulties that would have forced aless 
skillful rider to retire from the race, 
Grant Brown maintained his steady rid- 
ing to gain third place honors. 


Pre-Teen Speedsters 


The 100сс Novice class looked like 
real entertainment when diminutive Mike 
North, a 12-year-old speedster from Las 


Vegas, Nev. surpassed the efforts of all 
in his heat, while 11-year-old Earl 
Roloff Jr, outclassed the field in his heat 
to set up a natural interstate rivalry. 
As they lined up for the Main Event, a 
highly partisan group of mechanics and 
riders crowded along the fence, Although 
they were disappointed in Roloff’s failure 
to give a ride commensurate with his 
ability they nevertheless stayed to cheer 
the talented Nevada youngster who re- 
pulsed the frustrated efforts of Bob 
Silverthorn, denying him victory in the

Jim McGuire exhibited his customary 
winning ways by pocketing top honors in 
all three 100cc Expert motos, being 
crowded only once by Jim Harmon who 
would like to repeat his upset win over 
McGuire which he accomplished March 
10 at Dehesa. Jay Dunn rode impressive- 
ly to pluck third point honors, Dunn also 
pocketed third place points in Ше 200сс 
Novice moto behind winner Wayne Clark 
on a Yamaha and Tim Kaiser, Las Vegas 
Bultaco pilot who gathered second, 

Ray Vanderpool, who has been domin- 
ating the 250cc Novice events lately, 
was parading his new yellow Amateur

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competition in the higher class, a little 
tougher. He matched his new 250cc Ya- 
maha single against more experienced

AFM VACAVILLE ROAD RACE:

The San Francisco Bay Area 
Chapter of the American Federa- 
tion of Motorcyclists ran its sec- 
ond National Points road race of 
the season on Sunday, March 31 
at Vaca Valley Raceway in Vaca- 
ville, Calif. The practice sessions 
and the heats ran on schedule, 
and the mains went quickly and 


smoothly. 

In the afternoon’s first final, for the 
streamlined machines up to 175cc, Reg 
Pridmore blew his water-cooled Bultaco 
125, leaving his running mate, Ernie 
Caesar, to dominate the race on hisair- 
cooled Bultaco 175, The remainder of 
the 175 class tended to straggle. Not so 
the 125s, Pete Giordanengo rode Rick 
Schell's old Honda well, and Eldon Park- 
er came into his own, and into good 
money, on his own water-cooled Bultaco. 
The Ultra-Lightweights put on a show not 
often seen, really looked like the inter- 
national class it is, Hondas, Ducatis, and 
Yamahas all took out after Dr. F.X. 
Bulto's fantasticos, and the CR Honda 
finally did the job. The 50s also sped 
along, what there was of them, but the 
100s were definitely out to lunch again. 
A] Fergoda's 6-speed twin was crippled 
with a blown crank, and Georganne Muhl- 
berg's own twin was, as her tuner- 
husband said, diseased. 

In the 250cc Grand Prix, what promised 
to be a solid bid by Yamaha collapsed: 
Mike Lane never showed up from Bakers- 
field, and the TD1-Cs of Herbold and 
Scott came limping into the pits during 
practice and the heat, It therefore proved 
impossible to ‘keep Grant honest?” Ron 
loafed home on his 6-speed 6th place 
Daytona Suzuki, Nor was the second place 
X-6 of Ellis Bole ever threatened by the 
first Yamaha home, 

The Junior was again dominated by a 
tuned stocker, Jerry Greene’s Bridge- 
stone, and another stocker, Nick Ther- 
oux’ Kawasaki, came into the fourth spot. 
Both of these machines once more proved 
how fast they are, and they were ridden 
keenly and competently, so if the stream- 
liners cannot beat them, less power to 
them. Still, some of the spectators found 
it less exciting than disappointing to see 
stockers walk off with a Grand Prix. The 
class has improved somewhat since its 
collapse in the middle of the last season, 
but stands improvement still. It is hoped 
that more GP-ers will turn up nexttime, 
preferably production racers or, at least, 


back-yard specials, Surely an intelli- 
gently and skilfully executed fiberglassed 
325 Honda, complete with Ceriani, a Pre- 
cision Machining cam, a Fontana, and 
the good Keihins, will appear one of 
these Sundays, perhaps one of the Day- 
tona Yamahas as well. 

Reg Pridmore and Ernie Caesar turned 
the Sidecar Grand Prix into another of 
their wide-margin victories, though this 
one was far more invigorating than most, 
thanks to the Sidehack Association, which 
turned out five rigs, thanks also to Bob 
Johnson and Mike van Laar who pushed 
their way into second ahead of Fanara 
and Calleri. Also to be thanked was the 
start money put up for the class, 

The Senior was by unanimous consent 
the race of the day, a dice between Ron 
Grant on Suzuki's fifth place Daytona 5- 
speed and Bill Lyons on Precision Ma- 
chining's Daytona Amateur winner, the 
4-speed Honda 450. Bill dominated the 
seesaw in the heat, Ron in the final, but 
Lyons was first over the line in both. 
Lyons and the Honda were slower down 
the last half of the straight and all 
through the turn one sweeper, but faster 
in the tight left-hander at turn two, more 
torqued between turns three and five, and 
coming out of seven into the straight. The 
Suzuki was overgeared somewhat, but 
Lyons’ Honda can hardly be said to 
handle any better than the Suzuki, so both 
riders are to be admired for their 
smoothness, They distanced the Open 
Class winner by a country mile at least. 
This duel may well develop into asteady 
rivalry. Few riders can beat Grant, and 
Lyons will be leaning hard, hard to re- 
peat his success. 

The overall winner of the Production 
race was again David Burchards, again 
the Monroe Motors 500 Suzuki, David 
held off Jerry Greene’s strong challenge 
on the 350 Bridgestone, had in fact to 
regain the lead from the smaller ma- 
chine, Spectators should look for a fast 
450 Honda next time, especially since 
the $100 bonus that Stan Madill of San 
Francisco Honda put up was not collected 
this time, and will be increased to $200 
at the next race: the money will be taken 
by any production winner ona Honda, and 
if more than once class is taken by a 
Honda, the winners will divide the 8200, 
With a PM cam, legal brake, suspension, 
and motor modification, a 450 could well 
take it; for although the Suzuki is fast, it 
shakes and shivers almost as much as 
the big Honda, and is far from meteoric, 
Either way, it will be a race, And per- 
haps we shall also seea serious bid from 
a Honda in the 350 or 175 classes too. 

The 350 production class continues to 
improve, and it is hoped that the under-

populated 100 and 175 classes will either 
come to life or quietly fold their tents 
and pad off into the night. One canbe op- 
timistic about the 250 and Open produc- 
tion classes, for although both have 
slipped a bit from what they were a year 
or two back, nothing stands still in racing. 


Reflections 


It is, alas, all too easy for a reporter 
to yield to the pressures of Public Rela- 
tions and Publicity, and turn every race 
report into a boost or a puff, But report- 
ing should be candid and critical, if 
necessary censorious, if it is toencour- 
age improvement, This is especially the 
case in a column such as this, where 
the reporter — as President of the San 
Francisco AFM — is far from a consis- 
tently disinterested bystander. So let us 
add up the debits and the credits ingenu- 
ously: the AFM can take it, for their first 
two National races were so solid and 
successful, that criticism should do 
nothing but help. 

Now many things about this grand prix 
were right, far ’’righter’’ than they have 
been before. John Renesch, who again 
promoted the meeting, got three tele- 
vision cameras out on the track to film 
the running, he arranged for and piadout 
of the gross a $1000 purse, he had the 
track cleared by a mechanical sweeper 
the day before practice, he got the side- 
hackers to come north (and tried to nab 
Rayborn as well), and he improved the 
spectator areas and facilities and con- 
cessions, Furthermore, the AFM worked 
almost everything smoothly, and did work 
everything fairly, from a very business- 
like pre-entry system, through regis- 
tration, the starts, turn control, and 
announcing, to crowd control and payoff, 
The AFM has now analyzed the bugs out 
of the scoring, it placed good photogra- 
phers at strategic places (including the 
pits), and has now reduced practice fees 
for the next race radically and has elimi- 
nated riders’ admissions charges to 
professional races entirely, The riders 
themselves exhibited both excellent mor- 
ale and generous cooperation, among 
themselves, with the officials, and before 
the spectators, They also made the 125, 
500, and Sidecar Grands Prix, as well 
as the 350 and 500 production classes, 
very professional indeed, And the crowd 
was big, big and friendly.

On the other side of the ledger remain 
the needed improvements, Pre-race pub- 
licity now deserves more energy and 
skill and money than it has merited or 
received to date, and the number of en- 
tries should be increased. There are sfill 
too many classes for the machines that 
actually start, too many weak, sparse 
classes, Perhaps the FIM affiliates will 
have to move towards the AMA policy of 
sanctioning fewer classes; it is not in- 
conceivable that we shall soon see a 
Grand Prix in these parts which offers 
only the solid, consistent classes, say 
the 125, 250, and 500-Open. Finally, it 
appears, at times at least, that although 
California is the most populous state in 
the Union, and the best for road racing, 
it is neither infinitely big nor best. (Only 
Texas is that.) A tacit North-South split 
seems to be developing in racing, for too 
few ACA and Los Angeles AFM or AMA 
riders come north, and too few northern- 
ers can see their way clear to trekking 
south anymore, Are there now more road 
races in California than the spectators 
will bear? Will we have to shift our 
energies from running good races to 
creating good crowds? Or will the races 
have to be reduced in one way or another? 
So at least it seems from East Bay, 
West Bay.

With the weather colder than a 
starter’s heart when he points to 
the back row and means for you 
to go there, the only thing that 
resembled heat was the hotly con- 
tested events at Sprockets Park 
in Bakersfield, Calif. Sunday, 
March 17. 


A few tempers might have risen a de- 
gree or two at the rider’s meeting when 
referee Don Hughes announced the 90cc 
Amateur-Expert program, The question 
was brought up as why it was not called 
125cc class. Inasmuch as the bantam- 
weight class begins at 0 and breaks at 
125cc and you can’t move these bikes 
into the lightweight class youeither пате 
to run them all together or send some of 
the riders home, Last race the bikes 
were handicapped as to size through out 
the program and the general consensus 
of all riders regardless of bike sizes to 
this was unfavorable, So after lengthy 
discussion it was decided (which the 
referee explained patiently at the be- 
ginning) it was the bantamweight class 
and at times there would be 80, 90, 100, 
and even 120cc bikes combined together 
to make a class, It was then called to 
the riders attention by the referee that 
all machines will be required to have 
rubber covers on their footpegs, brake 
levers, shifting levers and kick starters 
(TAPE WILL NOT BE ACCEPTED) and 
three correct number plates, As of 
March 17 all machines that do not com- 
ply with these rules will not be allowed 
to compete. So all riders note this as to 
eliminate any possible confusion next 
race day. 

The 90cc Novice program found Ron 
Typer and a moving Moto Beta turning 
in a fine ride to win the first place gold 
with Bridgestone mounted Jay Davis 
pressing all the way for a close second, 
The bantamweight amateur-expert go 
found three 120cc Kawasaki's parade 
across the finish line, Frank Roseberry 
served notice on brother Joe that all 
Eood things must come to an end as 
Frank took home the xpert trophy. Ama- 
teur Dave Sprayberry dogged the Rose- 
berry brothers all the way to sew up the

The District has taken a big step for- 
ward with the news Thursday night, 
April 4 that from now on a helicopter 
can be used for transporting injured 
riders to a hospital from desert runs, 
“DBA Helicopters Unlimited” will pro- 
vide the aircraft and have either a regis- 
tered nurse or qualified first aid man on 
board for approximately the same feeas 
2 ground ambulance would cost, 

The copter will be trailered out to the 
pit area of a run, remaining for 1 hour 
prior to start until 2 hours after finish. 
The fee will be paid from the riders 25¢ 
ambulance fee plus the following: $10 per 
10th of an hour flying time, $10 mini- 
mum. The company would need 400 riders 
per run to break even but will supple- 
ment this by fees charged if picking up 
an injured rider and from bringing in 
broken down machines in a sling to the 
pits from inaccessible areas. Nofee will 
be charged for the copter to leave the pit 
area; the fee starts from the time the 
man or machine is loaded aboard for 
either a trip to the hospital or the pit 
area, Two injured can be carriedinpro- 
tected baskets at the same time, Nelson 
(Checkers) made the motion that we use 
this service, duly seconded and carried 
overwhelmingly with one dissenter, 

Booklets were passed out from the 
Bureau of Land Management, Department 
of the Interior on the use of motorcycles 
on California public lands with President 
Ron Sloan asking that all clubs give full 
co-operation to the Department should 
any of their personnel attend a desert 
race, as the investigation is of impor- 
tance to all who ride the desert, 


Competition Committee 

New rulings were read, Clubs had not 
been conducting the mandatory technical 
inspections in some cases atscrambles, 
so as to put more teeth into this rule, 
from now on the following peanlty is that 
the event will be declared a no-point run 
for the day and the sponsoring club will 
be fined $50.00, The idea behind this is 
to make each rider aware of the factthat 
it is also his responsibility to uphold 
District rules by insisting that he re- 
ceive an inspection of his machine prior 
to racing; otherwise he could find out 
that he received no points for that day. 

In desert events the area between the 
start and the smoke bomb is not part of 
the marked course so therefore can be 
Scouted prior to the start without dis- 
qualification, However, from the smoke 
bomb on out is the marked course and 
may not be scouted prior to the start.

Suzuki backs up its threat against all contenders at Lions Drag Strip. 
Regardless of size, shape or horsepower output, the 250cc and 500cc Suzuki 
two-strokes soundly trounced all entries in Sunday's quarter-mile programs at 
Lions in the race for top stock street bike and modified street bike. 


Three Star Sports Cycle, a Suzuki 
dealer located on La Cienega Blvd, in 
Los Angeles, detailed its service man- 
ager, Dave Frisk, as tuner for the 500cc 
Suzuki of Ron Sommers. 

This new T500, complete with a new 
purchaser’s paper license plate, turned 
a best elapsed time of 13,28 seconds and 
buzzed through the miles per hour clocks 
at 98.03 miles per hour. Those times 
were a full half second and five miles 
per hour faster than the closest stock 
bike contender, An amazing factor in this 
Suzuki’s performance is that the tuning 
principles Dave Frisk applies are in no 
way different from those used on any 
customer’s machine, 


Modified Victory 


Charlie Cash entered his 250cc Suzuki 
in the D modified class in eager antici- 
pation of meeting and racing the consis- 
tent class winner ‘‘Old Man’’ Murphy, 
but alas, as the hours available for en- 
tries drew to a close Murphy hadn’t 
appeared and Cash had to settle for put- 
ting down Harleys and BSAs for the top 
modified street bike honors, 

The victorious 250cc X-6 clocked 
12,69 seconds and 98,68 miles per hour, 
Best in the elapsed time department, 
qwhich is the part that really counts, but 
laying well back from the best in miles 
per hour, 

Dick Strickland's 650cc BSA received 
no awards other than self satisfaction for 
turning the best speed of all modified 
street bikes at 103.80 miles per hour,

Four contenders filled in entry cards 
to compete in the A gas class and when 
the call was delivered for racers to stage 
in elimination runoffs only two were still 
in healthy running shape.

Only one fuel bike appeared to highlight 
the drag program on Sunday, Boris 
Murray’s twin-engine Triumph met with 
a variety of problems, number one of 
which was the most critical, a trans- 
mission, The hustling twin engine fueler 
turned 10,80 seconds and 139 miles per 
hour, 


Irwindale 


Leo Payne paid his last respects to 
Southern California and his defeated 
opponents in Saturday’s Top Fuel Pro- 
gram at Irwindale Raceway, 

Six Nitro burners into combat in an 
effort to defeat Payne’s Harley-Davidson 
Sportster without the slighest sense of 
guilt about sending home a defeated 
visitor. Not that it made much differ- 
ence, No one had a chance for the pangs 
of guilt to set in, 

Early in qualifying attempts only two 
machines, Payne’s Harley and Murray’s
